2. In rule 9 of the West Bengal Administrative Tribunal (Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service 
of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) Rules, 1994, in sub-rule (2), for the words "rupees one thousand four 
hundred and fifty per annum", the words "rupees four thousand seven hundred and sixteen per annum for each com¬ 
pleted year of service" shall be substituted.
